* T is univerſally acknowledged, 
that national Unanimity has at 


7 Nee no Time been more_neceffary 


than at this critical Minute; when new 
Wars, not only demand the miniſterial 
1 B At-

Attention, but even the Lives and Trea- 
ſure of the Subjects in a greater Degree 
than heretofore. Of this Truth, my 
Lord, if you are not already convinced, 
beg Leave to refer you, for that Pur- 
poſe, to that Energy of Thought, Force 
of Expreſſion, and Subtilty of Reaſon- 
>” Jn ing, which are to be found in the ma- 
ſterly Writings of the Monitor, who, in 
Imitation. of his Patron, has invariably 
perſiſted in the ſame Way of thinking ; 
and to the Nortb-Briton, whoſe diſtin- 
guiſhing Characteriſtic is Modeſty. 
The illuſtrious Authors of the Latter 
have delivered it as their Sentiments, that, 
in this Realm, the King is the Huſband, 
and the People his Wife: They ſpeak 
from Experience, my Lord, that no 
| Good is to be expected from matrimonial 
Difagreement ; and, therefore, that the 
Former ſhould comply with the Dic- 
tates of the Latter. Notwithſtanding 
the ohrewdneſs and Novelty of this Ob- 
| | ſervation, 


ſervation, and the implicit Regard which 
ought to be paid to ſuch candid and 
impartial Penmen, I am, aware your 
Lordſhip may turn this Idea of Mar- 
riage againſt them, and thence infer, 
that the Wife, having ſworn Obedience 
to the Huſband, as her Head, is, in 

Duty, obliged to give Way to. his "ak 
periority, and acquieſce in the Mea» 
ſures he may take. e 


This, n is in general, a 
juſt Way of Reaſonning; but when the 
Intellect of the Female ſo eminently ex- 
ceeds that of the Male; when. Felicity 
muſt attend the Advice. and. Conduct of 
the Former ; ; and Ruin, inevitable Ruin, 
prove the Conſequence of purſuing thoſe 
of the Latter ; that general Argument, 
founded on the ſuperior Talents of the 
Huſband, and fworn Obedience of his 
Conſort, ought to weigh little in the 
Judgments of Men of Underſtanding 3 -

In effecting this, my Lord, 1 (hall 
not engage your Attention by Recitals 
of TranſaQtions long paſt, in which 
the Wiſdom of the Populace hath emi- 
nently appeared beyond that of the 
Cabinet; nor of the Advantages which 
have been thence derived to the Nation. 
I ſhall deduce my Proofs from Inſtances 
near at Hand, within the Knowledge of 
al Britons; on the Evidence of which

neither the Sophiſtry of cunning Men 
can throw a deluſive Light, nor the Ar- 
tifice and Malevolence of Party explain 
away or conceal, 


Uniformity of Conduct, my Lord, 
though not a poſitive, is yet a [ſtrong 
preſumptive Proof of Rectitude of think- 
ing; at leaſt, it evinces that the Objects 
of thoſe who proceed in that Manner 
have been adopted after much Delibe- 
ration, and purſued with Steadineſs ; 
Conſequences which are ſeldom gene- 
rated from Futility of Intellect, or capri- 
eious Cauſes, That ſuch has been the 
Behaviour of the Britons, I am going to 
| ſhew by Examples too convincing . to be 
contradicted ; and I expect that the ex- 
alted Station, in which you are ſituated, 
ſhall, in no Senſe, place you above at- 
tending to we, Reaſons which I ſhall 
offer. 
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You muſt remember, at the Com- 
mencement of the preſent War, when 
„ Minorca ſo vnaccountably fell into the 
Hands of France; when Mr. Byng was 
ſo unaccountably put to Death, and Mr. 
 Blakency fo unaccountably ennobled, 
what Clamour was raiſed apainſt his 
Grace of N , on delaying the 
Succours which were ſent to the Aſſiſt- 
ance of that I lace; and that the People 
abſtained not from charging him and his 
Aſſociates with purpoſely promoting the 
8 N of that Iſland. 


Vou remember when the Expedition | 
againſt Rochefort was ſent out by Mr. 
., tho the Convention of Cigſter-Seven 
was ſigned the third Day after it failed ; 
tho' the Time deſtined for the Under- 
taking was manifeſtly too ſhort; tho 
the Reaſons for their not landing were 
ridiculous ; tho' the General was acquit- 
ted by the Evidence of Witneſſes who

were equally culpable, and. cognizable by 
Law, with himſelf; that then the ſame 
People were convinced that the Secretary 
had no Hand in the ill Succeſs of this 
Embarkation ; that the Viper Sloop was 
not big enough to carry two Pieces of 
Paper; that the Affairs of Hanover did 
not, at that Time, influence the Coun- 
cils of Britain; and that the Convention 
was carried on and concluded without 
the Knowledge of Mr. P. 


You remember, when Subſidies were 
granted to German Princes, by the Duke 
of N e, and Mr. P— roared in 
the Houſe of Commons againſt ſuch 
Meaſures; predicted the Ruin of the 
State, from the Immenſity of the Debt ; 
that Hanover tied around the Neck of 
Britain, would prove the Mill-Stone- 
which would drown her ; and declared, 
that not a ſingle Man, nor fingle Guinea 
ſhould croſs the Ocean in Defence of

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German Connexions ; that the People 
univerſally joined the Cry, aſſerted the 
Truth of the Prediction, and applauded 
the Reſolve. And, I preſume, you have 
not forgotten, that when the fame Mi- 
niſter ſent more Men and Money than all 
his Predeceſſors to the above Place and 
Purpoſes, and pronounced that America 
was conquered in Germany ; that the 
fame diſcernin g People believed we grew 
richer and greater, by an encreaſed Pro- 
fuſion of Blood and Treaſure; that Ha- 
nover was metamorphoſed from a Mill- 
ſtone into a Cork Jacket, to keep Bri- 
tannia from ſinking ; and that Quebec, in 
America, was conquered at the Battle of 
Minden, in Europe. 


vou remember, when Mr. P—, puſn- 
ed by the People, like the ſecond Pellet 
in a Pop-gun, forced the Duke 'of 
Mee dut of his Place of Power, 


and took it himſelf. How egregiouſly 
the

the Multitude exulted on this Change; 
and what Happineſs they imaged to 
themſelves on his never being replaced. 
And it has not eſcaped your Memory, 
that when he was reſtored by a Compro-

You remember, when Lord Anſon was 
diſmiſſed from the Admiralty, and it 
was propoſed in Parliament to examine 
into his Conduct, the People unanimouſly 
agreed, that Nothing could prove more 
beneficial to the Nation; and when Mr. 
P— apologized for his Behaviour, thro' 


his Want of Underſtanding in the naval ' 
Department, and reſtored him thereto, 


the fame individual People agreed, that 
it was the moſt reaſonable of all Things.

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Vou remember, when the national 
Debt conſiſted of eighty Million only, 
Mr. P averred, the Nation could ſup- 
port no greater Load, and the People 
ſubſcribed to the Truth of it. And, when 
he had encreaſed it to more than a Hun- 
dred and Twenty, they aſſerted, that as the 
Burden encreaſed, and the Nation grew 
more feeble, it was the more enabled 
to ſupport it: And that the more Sub- 
jects were laviſhed in Naval and Land 
Engagements, the more remained to ſup- 

port our Wars and Manufactories. 


' You remember, that, during the 
Duke's Adminiſtration, it was the gene- 
ral Complaint, that as much Money 
Was ſpent in Support of German Mea- 
ſures, as Was gained by the Ballance of 
Trade: And when Mr. P— ſent fix 
Times as much by the ſame Channel, 
and all was reduced to Paper Coinage 
at Home, the People averred, the Na-

You remember, when the ſame Secre- £ 


tary, after having done every Thing 
which he had pronounced would prove 
the Ruin of this Kingdom, and left 
undone all that he declared could ſave 
it from Deſtruction, had trucked his Poſt 
for a Penſion, the People lamented his 
Retreat as the moſt deplorable of all 


Loſſes; and bitterly inveighed againſt the

And it is too recent to be forgotten,

Theſe, my Lord, are a i: him Inftances 
out of many others, equally coercive, 


which might be brought to prove the 


Uniformity, and conſequently, the Wiſ- 


In theſe, 
it is evident, that. Caprice and Giddineſs 
had no Share; that the People never 
applauded contradictory Meaſures,” nor 
approved in the Conduct of one Man, 
what they condemned in that of ano- 
ther; but that the Good of this King-

I have related? By what Art will you 
elude the Force of this Argument, and 
the Sin of being born in Scotland? Can 


the Rev. Mr. Weſley, and Mr. Whitfield, 
theſe great Maſters of Regeneration, free 


you from that Crime? If they can, 
then make them the two Archbiſhops, 


they deſerve it ; yet, if you can be born 


again, will the new Man be perfectly 


cleanſed from the Contamination of the 
old, or the Engliſb believe he is. I be- 


| lieve not, then inſtead of Archbiſhops let 


them remain Impoſters. Such being the

ſolely preferred : And that we ſhall ſoon 
ſee the Archbiſhop of Canterbury preach- 
ing in a Gold laced Hat, ruffled Shirt, 
and white Stockings; adminiſtring the 
Sacrament in a Buck-Skin Pair of 
Breeches, with nothing to cover them;
